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Earlier Taxes are 
Asked by League 
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An all out effort to estab- 
lish Lake County's tax spend- 
ing operations on. a strictly 
cash basis without resort to 
tax anticipation borrowing, 
have been launched by the 
Lake County Civic League. 

"Lake County tax bills 
could * come out several 
mouths earlier than has been 
the case If every official and 
every department would con- 
form to the prescribed time 
s c h e (t u I e," according to 
League President Dwlght In- 
gram, who has initiated a 
drive in an open letter to all 
Township Assessors. 

The League's letter to the 
assessors follows: 

While this is an open letter, 
it is intended to be a very 
personal message. It conveys 
to you the thanks of the 
CIVIC LEAGUE for the con- 
scientious public servico 
which alt township assessors 
have given to taxpayers In the 
past, together with our hope 
for your cooperation In fur- 
ther improving the adminis- 
tration of the property tax. 

The Lake County Civic 
League is undertaking to .ob- 
serve each step In the proce- 
dures of property assessment 
and the collection of the prop- 
erty tax for the year 1982. 

This project was originated 
in part because some citizens 
and public officials, including 
Judiciary Committee of the 
County Board, have proposed 
the creation of the office of 
County Assessor, or a County 
tax department which would 
have complete power over the 
property tax. 

The Civic League stands 



firmly In support of township 
assessors, because this meth- 
od means that valuations are 
determined by neighbors who 
understand local conditions in 
each community. 

The Civic League also be- 
lieves that the existing de- 
partments and boards of the 
County Government are capa- 
ble of carrying through the 
review and collection of the 
property tax efficiently. 

The property tax is import- 
ant because it is the principal 
source of revenue of all local 
government units. Our hope 
is that In the administration 
of the tax, the township as- 
sessors will establish' fairness 
between taxpayers and that 
every department or board 
will expedite the handling of 
the tax books.' We believe 
that with greater vigor and 
efficiency tax bills can be sent 
out three months earlier. 

This speeding up of the 
schedule can reduce the cost 
of local government. School 
boards and other tax spending 
bodies can get cash discounts 
and will not have to pay so 
heavily for borrowed money 
through anticipation war- 
rants. 

The next step In the ma- 
chinery of administering the 
property tax, calls for the 
Township Assessors to com- 
plete their assessments and 
return the rolls to the Super- 
visor of Assessments early in 
June. 

We earnestly urge each as- 
sessor to exert every effort to 
meet this deadline and help 
our County Government op- 
erate on a strictly cash basis.

The conferences were at- 
tended by .school officials, 
civic and community lenders 
from all areas of the state.

M. Jackson, coordinator. 

In outlining the recommen- 
dations of the council, Dr. 
Jackson said: "The state can 
be proud of the progress 
which has been made In pro- 
viding for the education ol 
handicapped children, but we 
believe that special attention* 
should also be given to those 
children whose deviation 
from the average is in the di- 
rection of unusually advanced 
intellectual capacities." 

Currently school districts 
get state aid for educating 
the mentally and physically 
handicapped, but no aid it, 
provided for programs for the 
gifted. 

The Council recommends 
that during the 1003-05 bi- 
ennium. the reimbursement 
to a district for programs for 
the gifted should not exceed 
more than 2% of the total 
state aid the district receives.

PROPERTY OWNER'S 
LIABILITY 

A popular misconception of 
law lias it thai everyone who 
is injured on another's prop- 
erty is entitled to recover all 
damages he may have' sus- 
tained from the owner of that 
property. 

Properly owners 1 hem- 
selves, as well as those seek- 
ing recompense for injuries, 
often subscribe lo (his erron- 
eous principle, and it it not 
at alt uncommon for a home 
owner, discussing an injury ai 
his home, to remark, albeit 
reluctantly, "Well, I guess I'm 
liable — the accident hap- 
pened on my property." 

This is NOT the law. The 
concept of "rault" Is still es- 
sential lo a recovery for dam- 
ages in all but a few special- 
ized fields of law leg., work- 
men's compensation) a u d 
mere ownership .of private 
property does not produce (he 
necessary "fault" for recov- 
ery. • 

Residence Property 

In most cases or accidents 
on his residence properly, a 
home owner will not be liable 
for the resulting injuries. This 
is because most visitors at 
his home and on his residence 
property will be social guests. 

Towards his guests a home 
owner owes the duly only of 
refraining from "wilful and 
waniou misconduct," and of 
warning them of any hidden 
traps. He is under no obli- 
gation to use any active care 
for their safety, and, if .they 
are injured, he has no obli- 
gation to make good their 
duhiages. 

This rule Is derived from 
the nature of the relationship 
between the Jmst and his 
guests — the host receiving no 
benefit from the visit except 
the pleasure of his gut-sis' 
company; it would he unjust 
(o place upon him the burden 
of protecting his guests from 
all injury. 

As it was put by one Judge, 
the visitor in a home takes 
Ills host as he Is and for the 
purpose of liability becomes 
a member of the host's family. 
Business Guests 

A different rule applies to 
persons who come on one's 
property for the purpose of 
«-bmJlncfr«'Mn--which-tntr'rjwn- 
er is engaged. Towards these 
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persons tho owner owes 
duly of "reasonable care" 
their safety. 

Thus one who operates a 
store is liable to his custom- 
ers for injuries they sustain 
as a result or his negligence. 
He must do what a reasonable 
man would do under I he same 
circumstances to provide- for 
the care ami safety of these so 
called "Invitees." 

Attractive Nuisance- 
One exception to the gen- 
eral rule that the owner of 
property is not liable for In- 
juries to persons coming on 
his property merely by per- 
mission or for social purposes, 
or "as - Trespassers, favors 
minor children who are at- 
tracted onto the property by 
some inherently dangerous 
device which a reasonable 
mail would know would (end 
lo attract children. 

Thus; if one maintains up- 
on his property some type of 
dangerous machine plainly 
visible to children passing 
near the properly, he may be 
held liable for their injuries 
occasioned by thai machine if 
they are enticed by it onto 
his' land and are too young 
to appreciate the dangers It 
presents. 

This is known as the "at- 
tractive nuisance" doctrine 
and must be considered as an 
exception to the general rule, 
established solely for the pro- 
tection of innocent children. 
Contributory Negligence 
Even where the (owner of 
property would otherwise be 
liable for injuries to persons 
coming onto his property, the 
injured party connot recover 
IT ho Ms also guilty of negli- 
gence which contributes lo 
the injury.

move In 1030, the people of 
Spain rose up in anger and 
armed themselves, going Into 
the field of combat almost 
without leaders against train- 
ed armies. 

. American and European 
writers, artists and musicians 
sympathized with the cause of 
the Republic and went to her 
defense. Out of the volun- 
teer Intellectuals grew the In- 
ternational and Lincoln Bri- 
gades. These troops,, along 
with German volunteers, at- 
tempting to stop Hitler in an- 
other country, . Italians .who 
refused to kiss the boot that 
kicked them and Spaniards 
who believed in a word called 
Republic stopped the Fascists 
before' the Alcazar .close to 
Madrid for over a year before 
moving the Loyalist' govern- 
ment of the Republic to Va- 
lencia. 

The end came for Loyalist 
Spain in 1939 when the Ara- 
gon Front collapsed; and Bar- 
celona felt to Franco after the 
civilian Inhabitants had been 
bombed and strafed by Nazi 
pilots for months. 

Since that eventful year. 
Franco has ruled Spain with 
the perennial iron hand. His 
military control of the coun- 
try and his U. S. military pacts 
protect him from foreign in- 
terests ami usurpations from 
within. 

But the Spanish do not for- 
get easily it seems. They 
continue to attempt to break 
the strangle hold Franco has 
upon the country. The open 
revolt in Cadiz would seem to 
support this fact. 

Perhaps if .our government 
in Washington had the free- 
dom of investigation to in- 
spect conditions in Spain, we 
might be able to take steps 
to remedy the situation.

It covers everything 
from insuring the competence 
of drivers to governing the 
handling of races — races for 
cars of every kind whether 
the purebred racing machines 
or, "Formula One" or the 
touring or sports cars. 

Here at Road America, the 
F.l.A. will participate in both 
the International June Sprints 



8-0. As always, the.S.C.C.A 
wilt also be conducting the 
races both times witli the Chi- 
cago Region in charge. 
- -The.. June. Sprints will in- 
troduce F.l.A. racing to Road 
America, although cars of a 
different category will com- 
pete In September. For the 
Sprints, in addition to the full 
complement of S.C.C.A. cars, 
the F.l.A. machines of Appen- 
dix C will compete, these be- 
ing sports models roughly 
corresponding to the "sports 
modi Hods" of the S.C.C.A.

The technical description' of 
an Appendix J Grand Touring 
car makes lt obvious that 
these machines are excellent- 
ly built: They arc "vehicles 
built In small series for cus- 
tomers who arc looking for a 
better performance and/or a 
maximum comfort and arc 
not particularly concerned 
about economy." Bodies must 
enable a "normal touring use, 
in particular with regard to 
comfort, habitability, and pro- 
tection against bad weather." 

Most are closed ears, al- 
though there aro some open 
machines, I.e., convertibles or 
roadsters. 

At any event, the entrance 
of F.l.A. sanction to United 
States racing — and Road Am- 
erica in particular— will bring 
an emphatic international 
slant to this country's com- 
petition and,, in the "big pic- 
ture," bring the world's road 
racing into greater unity.

A. No. A fuse Is like a 
safety valve. It will handle 
only as many watts as it is 
designed, to handle safely.
